The preliminary proceedings in| 
what may prove to be the un-| 


most | 
dastardly crimes committed in the 
Northwest were commenced at 
the Fort last Wednesday, 
when Mrs, Mangleman and Carl 
Paul, of Dominion Valley.35 miles 
south of Vegreville, were brought 
up for their first hearing op the 
charge of having murdered Henry 
Mangleman on the second of 
November last by poisoning him. 

’he arrest was made on Monday, 
the 29 h. 

Henry Mangleman, the deceas- 
ed, who is alleged, died by poison, 
and Mrs, Mangleman, his wife, who 
will be charged with having ad- 
ministered the pvison, came to 
this country from the western 
States about a year ago, and 
settled in the Vermillion Valley 
About the same time there came 
from adifferent part of the States 
one Cerl Paul, who settled in the 
same Vicinity, 

Mrs. Mangleman became infatu- 
ated with Paul, and commenced to 
disregard her husband, who was 
an elderly man. Paul became 
more forward in his attentions, and 
he was denied the house by Man- 
gleman, but both he and the 
woman disregarded Mangleman’s 
instructions. 

Then came the story of the al- 
leged crime. Qn the 2nd of Noy- 
ember the old man got up early 
and had breaktast with his wife, 
after which he started out to a 
wood lot, which was bout 
from the house. 

After that time, as far as avyone 
knows, he was never seen alive, 
but the first intimation that the 
neighbors bad of anything wrong 
was when Mrs. Mangleman came 
to a neighbor’s house, late in the 
evening and asked them to come 
and help her find her husband as 
he had not yet came home from 
the woods where be went to work 
They went with her and with the 
aid of lanterna followed the trail 
to where he was supposed to have 
gone, and there found him lying 
on a pile of brush, dead, with the 
axe beside him, he apparnetly 
having sat down within a few 
minutes after arriving there. 

A coroner's inyuest was b- ld 
and a verdict brought to the effect 
that death was the result of natur- 
al causes. 

With this verdict, however, the 
police had reason for disagresing, 
and while nothing was said at the 
time to arouse the suspicions of 
Mrs. Mangleman and Car! Paul, 
Detective Pennyquick was pnt on 
the traj] to work up the case. 

There is a third party to the 
case, Who bas not been arrested 
yet, but who will undoubtedly be 
a material witness in the case if 
nothing ele, hefore the trial is 
over. This man’s name is Weist. 

On the morning on which 
Mangleman died it was found 
Weist had arranged to go over to 
the woods with him, but failed to 
up at the house in the 
morning. Later be cl.imed that 
he met the cld man on the way to 
th woods and that he spent a half 
day with him chopping wood.

old man had died, Weist stayed on 
the Paul farm and became the 
possessor of it. 

These and other circumstances 
were sufficient toimpel Lospector 
Strickland to act, and he ordered 
Detective Penuyquick to have 
the body exbumed, and _ the 
stomach removed and forwarded to 
Regina for analysis. This part of 
the program arranged by the 
police had to be carried out very 
carefully so as not to arouse the 
suspicions of the people suspected 
of murder, as the analysis at the 
best could nt be completed 
within less than thirty days. 

The first witness to be called for 
the crown was Dr. Charlton, pro- 
vincial analyist for the province 
of Saskatchewan, to whom the 
stomach of the deceased was sent 
for aualysis,and that he had found 
strychnine in the stomach in such 
quantities that there was no doubt 
that Mangleman came to his death 
by poisoning. 

When this evidence was in the 
case was adjourn<d for eight days, 
to permit of other witnesses being 
brought before the court. The 
most important witness is one 
Weist, who is at larga somewhere 
in the Vermillion Valley country 
and for whom the detectives are 
now looking, but have so tar been 
unable to locate.
